Wasurnetor, D. C., Feb. 4—To show 

how necessary itis to reform the civil service, 
the statement is frequently made that over 
three months of the term of the President 
and of the heads of departments is taken up 
with applications for office.

But the 
members are working either for their re- 
election of to reward favorits for past serv- 
ices. Personal interests in a large majority 
of cases constitute the almost sole motive-for 
besieging the White House and the depart- 
ments.. Herein is 

ONE OF THE GREATEST OF THE ABUSES 

that need reforming. The proposition is not 
stated correctly. It is Senators and mem- 
bers themselves that need reforming. There 
is where the work should properly begin. 
NowWoubt things there are for them to see the 
President and Secretaries about, and prop- 
erly so; but these would take only a small 
part of their time. The correction of the 
abuse rests with Senators and members 
themselves. Let them sternly refuse to con- 
tinue the practice of badgering the appoint- 
ing power.

water, and then rub her nose in the filth she 
made, crowd it inte ber mouth, and pound her 
until she became insensivbie because she cried 
and pleuded for mercy. When found she was 
nearly dead. A week Aas passed since then, and 
your correspondent nas just examined ber, and 
of ali the s. gut | bave ever seen she is the worst. 
The inhuman wretches wo perpetrated this 
shameful unbeard o cruelty fled 
for their lives, weil knowing that 
no community could be controlled when the 
whole truth becume koown. The people hunted 
them, and the officers finally captured them, 
and, under a stroog guard of sworn officers, 
they were brought to the city. They waived ex- 
amlaauon and were sent to jail at Morrison,

The Good People ot Indianapolis, Ind., 
Wake Up to Find the W bee! of Fortune 
in Full Operation ia elr Midsat— 
History of the Oid Law under Which It 
Is Ron.

INDIANAPOLIS, Icd., Feb. 4.—After the strin- 
gent law passed by the last Legisiature prohibit- 


lug lotteries, and making ita misdemeanor for 


newspapers eveu to publish lottery advertise- 
ments, imagine the surprise and consternation 
of the good people of Indiana when they beard 
the other day that a real, live lottery of large 
dimensions, and of the most vicious type, had 
actually commenced business in this city, and 
was authorized to go 60OC on—séindeiinitiy 
with impunity. Such is . the fact. 
The wheel of fate is already revolving in the 
elegant apartments of Simmons & Dickinson, in 
Circle Hail, twice a day the tickets are drawn, 
and circulars in very black type inform the gul- 
lible public that “30,316 prizes, amouuting to 
$57,057," are to be disposed of to ticket purchas- 
ers by the Vincennes Lottery of Indiana.’ The 
thing has a curious history. Seventy-five years 
ago, away back in 1807, when Indiana was yet a 
Territory, the Legislature passed an act estab- 
liehing the Vincennes University, and providing 
that there shall be rnised a sum not exceeding 
$20,000, by a lottery, to be carried into operation 
as speedily as may be after che passage of this 
act.”. Itappears that soon after the passage of 
the act the Trustees of the University made an 
effort/to carry the lottery scheme into effect, 
and “caused f printed circulars to be 
distributed,” as the report says, but it 


seems that their efforts did not meet with suc- | 
only daughter of John Layard, of Canton. 


cess, and the matter was dropped, to be revived 
agein three-quarters of a century later. 

As to the manner of this revival, Ostensibiy 
the Trustees of the so-called Vincennes Uni- 
versity (which, in plain prose, is a mixed school 
having three or four teachers and a bundred or 
two pupils of all ages, and is a standing rival of 
the Vincennes High-School) a few years ago 
made up a test case for the Supreme Court, 
which held that the act of the Territorial Legis- 
lature conferred on the University a vested 
right which could not be revoked, and that the 
lottery franchise could still be exercised. 

Ostensibly, then, the Trustees of the alleged 
university sub-let their lottery franchise to 
Simmons & Dickinson, the well-known lottery- 
men of New York City, who agree 
to carry on the lottery and pay 
over to the Trustees a certain per cent of the 
profits annually until the full sum of u, shall 
be realized by the latter. This is the case us 
shown on the face of proceedings, and as 
given tothe public. The neral impression, 
however, is that the alleged Vincennes Universi- 
ty bad forgotten all about ber jottery grant, or 
at least, had given up all thought of ever exer- 
cising it, until Messrs. Simmons & Dickinson 
dug up the claim for ber, and proposed, with her 
consent and under cover of ber name, to carry 
the matter through the courts, and make a 
good thing” of itall round. Of course it is im- 
possible to say that this is the fact, but the indi- 
cations point decidedly in that dinection. It is 
known that Simmons & Dickinson operated the 
lottery business in Kentucky for « number of 

ars, and several eminent 
awyers for legal services rendered them in

dollars! Singular, say the good people. Can't 
it be stopped? Let the State pay the Vincennes 
University this pittance of $20,000 and kick the 
lottery out of ber borders. Your correspondent 
called the attention of Judge Denny to this 
suggestion, which be received with a chuckle of 
amusement, saying that the trustees of the 
university would have no right now to receive 
the money, even if the State should offer to pay 
it, because of their contract with the lottery 
men. Andthis is doubtiess the fact. There 
seems, therefore, to be nothing in the way of 
this ine educawonal lottery going on indefinit- 
ly, unless, perchance, the Legisiature itself may 
bave power to revoke the franchise granted by 
its predevessor seveuty-Hve years ago. 

It may not be out of place to add. as explana- 
tory of the singular action of the Territorial 
Legisiature in passing such a law, that in those 
days totteries were not odd as immoral or 
objectionable, but were looked upon as legiti- 
mute methods of raising money. Indeed, at the 
close of the War of Independence the proposi- 
mon was seriously considered by the Govern- 
ment of paying off the war debt by means of a 
grand iottery.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Feb. 3.—There was great 
joy here today over the fact that last evening 
this pleasant city became the birthplace of the 
second elephant ever born iu captivity. The 
proud owner of the animal was sought by the 
masses, who desired to congratulate him wpon 
the event, but the hero of many circus cam- 
paigns was not easily accessible. When 
Mr. Phineas T. Barnum is at bome, the 
American flag is always swung to the breeze 
from the roof of his spiendid residence at 
Waldemere, but the flag was not flying today. 
He had taken up his headquarters for the day 
in the elephant department of his show's win- 
ter-quarters just outside of thé city, and was 
watcbing the movements of the baby elephant 
as though he had suddeniy become the posses- 
sor of the greatest prize on earth. Oaly news- 
paper reporters, physicians, and scientific ex- 
perts were permitted to disturb him, and the 
crowds that would have giadiy embraced an op- 
portunity to fondie the lat@st addition to bis 
stock of elephants were kept atadistance. At 
8 o'clock last evening twenty elephaats of 
various sizes were chained by one of their hind 
legs to stout posts in a circle close to a sawdust 
riug.

BLAINE AND FRELINGHUYSEN. 

Mr. Blaine’s letter to President Arthur 

the subject of a conference between the 
various Governments of South and North 
America at Washington will appeal irresisti- 
bly to the judgments of the American peo- 
ple. The measure originated with President 
Garfield, who decided to issue such a circn- 
lar, inviting every independent State of 
North and South Ameriea, including Brazil, 
to send two delegates or representatives to a 
bicontinental conference to meet at Wash- 
imgton. Before this circular letter was actu- 
alty sent the President was shot, and no action 
was taken until Mr. Arthur became Acting- 
President. The unexecuted scheme was 
then brought to his notice, and he heartily 
approving it the official invitation was 
sent. No more was heard of it until 
Mr. Frelinghuysen’s instructiofis to Tres- 
cott were published, by which it appears 
the Acting-President gave notice that the in- 
vitations were revoked, and the conference 
not onlv abandoned but disapproved. Against 
this sudden change of front, both from pub- 
lic and personal considerations, Mr. Blaine 
properly and with considerable dignity pro- 
tests, and urges the President to recall his 
ifl-advised revocation. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen does not in his letter 
state any of the reasons inducing the Presi- 
dent to revoke in January the invitations 
issuéd by him in December beyond an iuti- 
mation that a conference of the States of the 
continents of North and South America, 
without the consent or acquiescence of 
European nations (probably meaning “En- 
gland), would be an offense (?) prejudicial 
to our friendly relations with the Govern- 
ments of Europe! 

Conferences by representatives are of com- 
mon occurrence in Europe, but this Nation 
is never invited; nor is it at all an offense 
that she is not so invited. The American 
Republic has no concern in European mat- 
ters, and never interposes her authority or 
advice concerning them. 

The nations of North and South America 
have common interests wholly distinct from 
those of the rest of the world. They havea 
common safety to secure from European ag- 
gression. Many of them are weak, and op- 


posed to conquest by auy of the great natichs 


of Europe. They can appeal to no one save 
their neighbors on the American continent. 
‘Tae safety and protection of one is the safety 
and protection of all. The occurrence of a 
protracted and destructive war in South, 
America which ended in the defeat of one 
Seuth American Republic exposed both to 
the danger of being seized by a European 
Power for money due bondholders. . An un- 
derstanding for mutual defense as against 
European seizure and spoliation, and a closer 
union for commercial and industrial pur- 
poses, have always suggested themselves to 
all the peoples and States. To make that 
wish a reality instead of theory was the 
thought ot President Garfield, as it was un- 
doubtedly the thought of Acting-President 
Arthur in proposing this conference of all 
the Governments of the two Americas. 

The advent ot Frelinghuysen. as the head 
of Arthur’s Cabinet, jadging dy the results, 
can hardly seem otherwise than unfortunate 
both for the country and for the Acting-Pres- 
ident. He is hardly the man suitable to ad- 
vise a President of this Republic upon any 
question outside of the slow formula of 
routine. The old Whig party tried to make 
a leader and a statesman of the elder Fre- 
linghuysen by tying him to the brilliant, 
dashing, warm-blooded, and patriotic Clay.

THE GRAND JURY AND THE MAYOR. 

The grand jury of this county closed its 
January term on Saturday, andin returning a 
large number of bills made also a written 
report explaining why it had failed in Its in- 
vestigation of certain notorious crimes which 
it had been charged to consider. 

The principal of these offenses was that of 
gambling. The Superintendent of Police 
furnished the jury with a list of thegambling- 
houses in the city, stating their locations and 
giving the names of the reputed pro- 
prietors and operators. He pronounced them 
urquestionably and notoriously common 
gambling-houses, liable to the punishments 
and penalties established by the law, and yet 
he and the other officers of the law declared 
themselves to be ignorant of any legal evi- 
dence that would justify an indictment or 
warrant a conviction, Except in four in- 
stances the jury could find no evidence on 
the subject of gambling, and in those in- 
stances the evidence was furnished by a pri- 
vate citizen, Mr. Robert Law. 

The grand jury in their report state the 

substance of their examinations of the police 
officers, and they also give the statements of 
the Mayor, in which that officer not only ad- 
mitted the arrangement or regulation, con- 
tract or agreement made by him with the 
gambling-houses and their proprietors, under 
which gambling is protected from police in- 
terference, but justitied this regulation as 
something altogether superior to the law of 
the State on the subject. That we may do 
no injustice to the police or to. the Mayor, we 
reproduce so much of the report as relates to 
their statements. First as to evidence ob- 
tained from, Mayor Harrison. The report 
reads: 
In the first piace, we beg to state that there 
was no complaint made ty the grand. jury in re- 
gard togembiing. What evidence we obtained 
we gut by sendiug for witnesses, whom we found 
rather slow fn answering our questions aud de- 
cidediy averse to impart to us the know!l- 
edge of gamblers and gambiing-houses we 
were ied to suppose they ve We 
looked * to the police authorities 
of the city or information about the 
gambiing-hovses, and fur heip in making 
vur investigations. We were fully aware of the 
notorious tact that gambiing-buouses are exist- 
ing in this city, and there was no necessity to go 
out of the jury-roum to fiad bearsay evidence 
in regard to the locauon and the ownership of a 
large number of gambimg- houses. But we 
needed legal evidence. 

We applied to his Honor Mayor Harrison for 
information. Asked to tell us what be koew 


about gawmbiing-houses, be wandered at first off

races, and kiodred subjects, but admitted, 
at last. to have beard of the existence of gam- 
bi houses, and then told us dow be was regu- 
lating gambiing- bouses to keep the vice under 
control. He denied, however, to be in posses- 
sion of the sUghbtest evidence on which a grand 
jury could act, but admitted in the same breath 
to bave forved the owners of gambiing-houses, 
citing the gumbimg- house of M. ©. McDonaid 
in particular, by threats of a raid, to refund 
mode ost in their establishments. We con- 
fronted the Mayor with the laws and ordinances 
ou gambling. which make it the duty of the city 
autborities to suppress guinbiing, and in no wise 
authorize any part of the City Government to 
regulate this vice; but be replied that be thought 
bis way of treating the gamblers was better 
than the legal way. He admitted, finalig, to 
have instructed the police repeatediy, and even 
during the session of the grand jury, to permit 
gumbiing under certain restrictions. 


The laws of the State and of the city are 
ample, if enforced, to close every gambling- 


out of the city or lodge him in prison. Yet 
the sworn Executive of the city, charged by 
law with the duty ot enforcing these acts of 
the Legisiature and Council, declares on 
oath to the grand jury that he has made a 
contract with numerous parties, to him un- 
known, that they may carry on.the nefarious 
business exempt from police interference. 
He also stated to the grand jury that gam- 
bling was then in progress throughout the 
city by his authority, as well as under his 
protection, and that the police were in- 
structed by him not to interfere with those 
engaged in the crime. Though thelaw pro- 
hibited gambling he had practically sue 
pended the law by ordering its non-enforce- 
ment, and that he had taken or assumed the 
power to do this because he considered his 
plan pleased him better than that provided 
by the law which his oath and duty require 
him to enforce. That being the answer of 
the Mayor of the city, it could hardly be ex- 
pected that the police would furnish any 
more light on the subject. They being the 
Mayor’s subordinates, they were profoundly 
ignorant in one sense. Ihe grand jury thus 
report what the police had t@ say: 

We then bad the Chief of Police before us, 
who denied all personal knowledge of evidence 
necessary to convict anybody of keeping a 
gan.bling-houee, but submitted a list of gam- 
biing-huuses, with the names of their reputed 
owners, ther with the names of persons who 
had lately been reported as the keepers. He ad- 
mitted to have issued a number of verbal regu- 
lations and restricuons of zatublifig-houses, and 
to have instructed the force to sue gambli 
as long us his and the eo orders were lived 
* He told us emp tically, when asked 
about the most notoriuus owner of gumbling- 
houses in the city, that he had no evidenee what- 
ever which showed the man to be what he noto- 
riously is. He admitted to know of a number of 
cases where losses in gambi.ng-houses had been 
recovered by the aid uf the polide, but was un- 
able to give us the wames of any witnesses we 
could ha ve sent for, and denied also a persdoul 
kouwledge of any refundi of such money. 
Our experience with the Chief of Detectives was

JUDGE JAMESON ON SUSPENDING - 
TENCES. 


Judge Jameson has made, from the bench, 

an elaborate defense of the illegal practice of 
the Chicago judiciary in suspending sen- 
tences of convicted criminals. As prelimi- 
nary toacriticism of this opinion it is only 
just to say that Tux Tripune does not impugn 
Judge Jameson’s good faith; nor does it put 
in issue either his character as aman or his 
honor as a Judge. 
„ Judge Jameson believes that there are 
„two full regiments of young men in this 
city who are living just as reputable lives as 
any one now present who owe their saivation 
to the suspension of sentences by this Court.” 
This is an estimate, of course, and as it is of- 
fered as an excuse for the exercise, by the 
-ourts of Chicago, of an alleged diseretion- 
bry power to let criminals go free, it is, 
after conviction, . presumably a very lib- 
eral estimate. ft is an estimate exseedingly 
well calculated to enlist sympathy for a prac- 
tice which is wholly unwarranted both by 
law and morals. We do not believe that a 
thorough investigation of the history of the 
beneficiaries of suspended sentences by the 
courts of Chicago would reveaf a tithe of 
the good results set down in the estimate of 
Judge Jameson. 

The theory that the first offense of a thief, 
or robber, or burglar owes its origin almost 
wholly toad associations and not at all to a 


bad heart and vicious disposition is unten- 


able. The mind of an honest man, be he 
young or old, revolts at the thought of 
crime; and, if it were not already corrupt 
and ripe for crime, he would shake off his 
evil associates. The better opinion is that 
the first step in crime almost inevitably leads 
quickly to other steps on the downward 
road. Certainly the excuse of the first crime 
by a court of justice tends to weaken the 
criminal’s estimate of the heinousness of 
crimes in general. The criminal reflects that 
his first offense cannet be very atrocious, 
since a just Judge, clothed with the majesty 
of the law, with power to punish crime, not- 
withstanding he frowns and looks severe, 
tells him to go free! The presumption that 
there are two regiments of young men 
formed from this class of criminalg in Chi- 
cago is absurd. We say nothing now of the 
ridiculous assumption that the law cio us 
the Judges with authority to administer it 
in the cases of some criminals and not in the 
cases of others. If, however, there is such a 
statute, it ought to be promptly repealed. 

Judge Jameson says: “I have several 
times stated that 1 didn’t think a sentence 
ought to be suspended where there is not the 
best evidence that the defendant promised 
for the future to live the life of a good man. 
If he was evidently from the testimony be- 
fore me not a criminal, but had in some way 
fallec into crime or been led inw crime by 
others—if it was strictly a frst offense and if 
by suspending sentence I could probably 
save to the Commonwealth a good citizen, 
instead of sending a boy to the State’s Prison 
or the Bridewell, where he was perfectly cer- 
tain to be made a criminal, I have thought 
it my duty to do 80.“ 

It would be almost impossible to crowd 
into a single sentence more contradictory 
terms than are found here. In this supposi- 
titious case it is repeatedly admitted that the 
man is a criminal, and as repeatedly assumed 
that the Judge on the bench has the power 
to say that he shall net de punished as a 
criminal. The man who has been proven 
guilty of a crime—convicted as infamous— 
cannot properly be referred to as “a good 
citizen,” and yet the Judge speaks of saw 
ing a good citizen to the Commonwealth! 
He speaks of the man convicted of crime by 
the testimony before him as evidently, from 
the testimony, not a criminal’’! And then, 
to muddle the case still more, he speaks of 
the man “ évidently not a criminal from the 
testimony,” as having fallen into crime or 
been led into crime by others.“ And, again, 
he speaks of the offense as a strictly first 
offense.” And on what is the clemency of 
the Judge based? On “the best evidence 
that the defendant promised for the future 
to live the life of a good man”! The “best 
evidence.“ of course, that the defendant so 
„promised“ would be that of the defendant 
himself, and on this class of evidence Gui- 
teau might now be saved from the gallows. 
Such evidence will never be wanting in a 
criminal case, 

We cite the folloWing extraordinary para- 
graph from Judge Jameson’s opinion, not to 
show that he is incapable of speaking logic- 
ally and coherentiy, but to show that the 
practice of suspending sentences of criminais 
is unsusceptibie of logical defense. When 
the Judge undertakes to define the province 
and duties of his office he is perfectly under- 
standable. Hesays: “ A court of justice is 
nota place for discharging prisoners who 
are probably criminals, letting them go free 
and be at large, but tor punishmg those who 
are criminals, and, if possible, saving those 
who are innocent.” In this orief sentence 
Judge Jameson condemns the practice of 
suspending sentences—condemns it as em- 
phatically and conclusively as we could if 
we Were to write columns on the subject. 
The Judge is exceedingly clear where he is 
clearly right, and very mach muddled where 
he is certainly almost as clearly wrong. Wit- 
ness the following:

terrorism exerted over the Governor proceeds

GRAND JORIES AND GAMBLERS. 

The success of the cheat in gambling is 
generally measured by his ability to divert 
the attention of the man who is being cueat- 
ed. This “sure card” of the gambling fra- 
ternity is always resorted to when ap attempt 
is made to suppress the evil. It has been em- 
ployed during the past two or three weeks; 
and with the usual success, It was proposed 
to investigate the gamblers, and at once they 
raised the cry, “Look at the Board of 
Trade!“ The eyes of the grand jury were 
turned in that direction, and a nuniber of 


-reputable citizens called up to tell what they 


knew aboutit. Pending this the gamblers 
were able to go through certain legal formal- 


ities that would permit them to evade the re- 


sponsibility of ownership, and were also 
saved the rigid. scrutiny that must 
have ensued had the gamblers been 
exelusively attended to. Hence very 
little good has resulted from the latest in- 
vestigation, partly owing to the shrewdness 
of the gamblers themselves; partly to the ret- 
icence of those who ought to know all about 
them, and probably do knowgbut would not 
tell enough to hurt. About all that was 
done was the result of persistent effort on 
the part of a gentleman who is not connected 
with the Police Department. | 

It is to be fervently heped that another 
grand jury will take up the subject, and avoid 
the rock upon which their predecessors have 
split. Itsmembers should devote their whole 
attention to the gambling evil, as itis under- 
stood by the public. ‘Then, after the biggest, 
and confessediy the worst, has been properly 
dealt with, there will still be time and op- 
portunity for investigating the truth of the 
charges that gambling is permitted on 
Change. If the latter charge be found to be 
true, the evilcan be much more efficiently 
dealt with after the greater evil has been 
properly attended to. Let the gambling 
dens, those about the character of which 
there is no doubt, be first suppressed by the 
strong arm of the law. This will be work 
enough for one grand jury. Then let an- 
other take up the bucket-shops, and the pool- 
rooms, and the curbstone dealings in puts 
and calls if it be deemed desirable. If it 
shall be found that their proceedings are Ille- 
gal they sheuld at once be vigorously prose- 
cuted—or the law repealed—for it is a dis- 
grace to a civilized community to permit 
open violations of the laws in its statute 
books. This done, the Board of Trade can 
be taken in hand if d The officers 
and other members of that organiza- 
tion would have no right to object 
to an investigation the sole object ot which 
would be to prevent infractions of the law. 
But one can scarcely be surprised that they 
now regard it as vexatious, while the gam- 
bling-dens are in full flourish and unmo- 
lested. It looks too much like arresting a 
man for whistling on the sidewaik, while 
permitting the burglar to operate in full 
daylight, and carry off his plunder under the 
very nose of the oflicer. 

The grand juries of the future should not 
be discouraged by the failures of she past. 
They should, however, takea lesson from 
those failures. The lesson is couched in the 
well-known couplet: 


One tbing at a time, and that done well, 
Is a very good rule, as many can tell. 


If they cau succeed in suppressing the vice 
of gambling in our midst they will earn the 
gratitude of the community. If they can 
clean out that Augean stable they may very 
well afford tq, leave to their successors the 
labor and the honor attendant on the sup- 
pression uf other and lesser evils. 


RAILROAD PASSENGER RATES. 

The restoration of passenger rates on the 
trunk lines between the East and West to the 
same or higher figures than ruled previous te 
the railroad war, together with h large extra 
charge for the tast express, is the latest item 
of railroad news. The change merely fur- 
nishes another illustration of the erratie and 
unreliable management which seems to be 
inseparable from an irresponsible railroad 
system. There is neither regularity nor 
sense of justice to the people or the stock- 
holders in the government of the railroads. 
The managers are constantly flopping from 
one extreme to the other, and, in doing 80, 
only succeed in dissatisfying the public with- 
out earning as much money for the owners 
of the railroads as it would be possible to 
earn with fair and steady rates. me pre- 
vailme rate of last summer and fall—from $5 
to was undoubtedly too low. but the 
new rates—ranging from $23 to $26—are just 
as much too high. At the former rates it 
may be that the railroads earned no money 
on a large volume of business, but at the lat- 
ter raté the business is bound to fall off to 
an extent that will reduce their receipts not- 
ably while their expenses will remain nearly 
as large as before? It does not pay to run 
full cars at so low a rate as to fall short of 
expenses, but it will be equally unprofitable 
to run empty cars because the rates are 
placed at a figure which will only be paid by 
people who arecompeftlied to travel. 

It is a plain proposition that it would pay 
the railroads better te carry passengers the 
year around between New York and Chicago 
for $10 each, or $12.0n the limited express, at 
a small profit than to carry them at a loss for 
$5 during a portion of the year and to run 
travel down to the lowest ebb during 
the remainder of the year by charging five 
times as much. It would seem as though 
officials who receive salaries from $10,000 to 
$25,000 a year for what is supposed to be ex- 
ceptionally good judgment ought to be able 
to comprehend so simple a principle of econ- 
omy. Apparently, they prefer not to earn 
money for the stockholders, but to keep the 
public constantly in a state of irritation and 
disgust. When the rate is as low as $5 there 
is littie comfort in traveling; the cars are

The Beorganization Active. 

Maj. J. W. Vance, of Paris, Assistant (nspect- 
or-General Second Brigade, who, by the way, is

SEWING GIRLS’ UNION. 

A mass-meeting of sewing girls was held at 
Ublich’s Hall yesterday afternoon under the 
auspices of the Trades Assembly for the purpose 
of forming a protective union. There were 
about three dozen persons present, half of them 
men. William Henderson presided and T. W. 
Doran acted as Secretary. Mr. McFadden, of 


Pittsburg, speke of @e importance of 
organization, saying that tho Knights of 
Labor, with which de was connected, put 


women on a par with men, demaad ng equal pay 
for equal work without regard to sex, and that 
in this organization all women who dad to labor 
for a living could work out their salvation. 
Wages of all workers at present were based ou 
“what is simply necessary to keep body and soul 
together.’” Capital and labor were equal part- 
ners, and it was time labor had something to say. 
The Kuiguts of Labor were spreading rapidis, 
having some 1,800 assemblics, with a member- 
ship of 200,000. He hoped workers would not 
rest until they bad put themselves in a posinon 
where it was not necessaty for the women of 
their housebolds to work fora living. As things 
were now the combined lu bor of father, mother, 
and children berely afforded the necessaries of 
lite. The Kuights recognized the principle that 
injustice to one was injustice to all, and proposed 
to obi. terate sex, color. and nationality—to unite 
all workers of ail kinds, in order Ww secure whut 
they are entitled to—wages which did not con- 
tinuaily keep them on the verge of starvation. 

Mrs. Bishop said that it had Leen found impos- 
sib.e heretofore to organize the working- women 
of Chicago, but ene was glad anotber attempt 
wastobe made. Improved machinery made 
their wages lower than those ot men. They 
waoted their rights, not priviieres; justice in- 
stead of charity. 

Mr. Frances urged the boycotting of employ- 
ers who paid “ starvation wegres” and exacted 
fines {rma their workers. [Applause.} 

Mr. Henderson said if the women organized 
their expenses would be paid by the Trades 
Assemnmly until they were self-sustaining. He 
urged the young men present not to patronize

ANOTHER STOKES MURDER. 


Tue One That Occurred in Arkansas 


Over a Year Ago. 
Spectac Dupatca to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lirrie Rock, Ark., Feb. The Stokes mur- 
der case was called at Arkadelphia last week, 
and continued ou part of the prosecution owing 
to the absence of several witnesses, The case 
is the most remarkale ia the crimina! annais of 
the Southwest. The defendant is Miss Sarah 
Stokes, a 17-year-old girl, who was indicted for 
the murder of Miss Malinda Stevens, aged 14. 
The trageay occurred last November a sear ago, 
and the details were given in Tat maten. It 
will be remembered tbat an elder Mies Stevens 
and Miss Stokes were rival belies in the neigh- 
borbood of their homes. They lived oniy a few 
miles apart in Howard County. One day Mies 
Stokes became highly incensed at an alleged re- 
mark made by Miss Stevens concerning her per- 


sonal appearance, aud. mounting a horse, she 
rode over to the Stevens, accompanied by Mrs. 
Elizabeth sheitom ber sister. She failed to tind 
Miss Stevens, but did find Malinda, a younger 
sister of the former. girls enguged in a 
fierce dispute. At last. Stung to tho 
quick by Miss Stokes bitter words, Miss 
Stevens sprang forward, when Miss Stokes 
jumped from her horse and plun a knife in 
the neck of the advancing girl. The wound was 
fatal. Miss Stevensfailiug on the ground and 
dying in u few minutes. Mies Stokes was ar- 
rested, and afterward released on ball, ber 
friends still standing by her in this hour of 
agony. The case wis taken to Clark County on 
a change of venue. Eminent counsel have been 
engaged on both sides, and wheu the trial occurs 
it promises to attract geperal interest. Since 
the tragedy the Stokeses and Stevenses have be- 
come friends, the terrible murder having al- 
layed all former resentment. Miss Stokes is 
suid to be almost deranged. The memory of the 
dreadful scene is svid to be constantly in ber 
thouguts. and her dreams are of the murdered 
girl. Both the Stevenses and Stokeses are highiy 
respectable people, and each family feeis keenty 
the diswrace which has fallen upon them. It is 
the opinion of many that the case will never be 
allowed to come to trial. The postponement 
was taken until July 1, 188 Mrs. Elizabeth 
Shelton is also under indictment.

Bound to Get Mis Money’s Werth. 


Both Social and Political Circles in Wie- 

3 consin Greatly Interested. 

; New York Suu (Dem).. 

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 2—The divorce proceed- 
ings in the Dane County Circuit Court, which 
dave resulted in the separation of ex-Gov. 
William R. Taylor and his wife and Mr. and 
Mrs. E. W. Keyes, have caused a good deal of 
gossip in social and politica) throughout 
the State. The bilis were filed ana the decrees 
granted in both cases almost before tne public 
knew anything about them. The causes as- 
signed by the husbands for asking a separation 
wero widely different. Mr. Keyes alleges that 
his wife's unfurtunate and uncontrollable fond- 
ness fur drink made his life unendurable 
and set an example for his sons, now approach- 
ing manhood, which was pernicious in the ex- 
treme. Gov. Taylor, on the other band, set up 
the claim of desertion and incompatibility, the 
latter having been caused EN by bis 
wife's extreme temperance ideus, which, the 
Governor declares, she forced upon bim on all 
occasions for the purpose of annoying bim. 
Citizens OT Madison anu pie throughuut the 
State who attended sucial gatherings at the Cap- 
ital were not ignorant of the unhappiness which 
long existed in these families. During the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Taylor it was several times 
hiated that, while be and his wife sometimes up- 
peared together on State occasions, it was for 
the sake of appearances, and that there was no 
atfection bot uten them. 

Mr. Keyes gus probably achieved in politicsa 
wider reputation and wieided a greater influ- 
ence than any other country Postmaster in ue 
United States. He bas been Postmaster in this 
city for many years, and for years he has devot- 
ed almost his entire time to the management of 
of the Republican macaivze in Wiscousin.. He 
was known in every city, village, and cross- 
roads, and was a terror to Government officials 
who found it difficult or inconventent to con- 
tribute to campaigu funds. Hesteadily refused 
any other office than that of Postmaster at Mad- 
ison, though he was the constent companion of 
all the lead Republican politicians and office- 
bolders of tme siate. The power of * Boss” 
Keyes, as he was called. wus at its zenith in 1871, 
when, backed by the late Senator Carpenter, be 
compelied a Republican Stato Convention, 
three-fourths of the delegates to which bad 
been pledged to William E. Smith, to nominate 
for Governor Cadwallader C. Washburn, who 
was supposed to stand in tbe way of Carpenter. 
The extraordinary methods employed by 
Keyes to stile the voce of ine party 
raised up enemies against dim. and after sev- 
eral ineffectual attempts by conventions to oust 
bim from the Chairmansbip of the State Com- 
mittee, he withdrew from the management of 

rty affairs. The contest for Timothy 0. 

owe’s seat in the United States Senate in 1879 
disciosed the real ambition of Keyes’ life, which 
had always been a mystery.

He wus a farmer, living near Madison, The 
Grange movement made it desirable for the 
Democrats to nominate an agriculturist, and 
‘ravior was chosen simply because he happened 
to be President of the State-PFair Association, 
and as such probably the best-known farmer in 
the State. He was elected over C. C. Wasbburna 
by about 15,000 majority, and, witb the assistance 
of Geo H. Paul, a Milwaukee journalist of 
ripe scholarship, was enabied to ax his name 
to some of theablest and most polished State 

pers now in the archives of Wisconsin. 

ayior is a tall and angular man, with a 
seamed and weather-beaten face, which in- 
dicates sternness of character if not intelli- 
gence. Bemg vuofamiliar with the usages of 
polite society, his incumbency of the Governor- 
ship was looked upon with aversion even by 
many of the men who had elected him. His ürst 
message, which was prepared by Mr. Paul, made 
it certain, however, that, if a scholar did not o- 
cupy the office, there was one very near at hand;

score. 
At the election In 1875 Taylor was defeated by 
Ludington ( .), although the remainder of the 
Democratic ticket was suceessfal by round ma- 
jorities. This discrimination on the part of the 
voters affected Taylor keenly; and, the new 
Legislature having investigated bis disposition 
of the contingent fund, and shown that a large 
portion of it had been improperly used, be re- 
tired to his farm with an exaggerated idea of 
the igcominy which had been beaped upon him.
